BRIBERY MAY BE INSERTED 
IN ALL EXTRADITION TREATIES 


News of His Demise Came as‘a Great 
Shock to His Relatives in Kirk- 
wood, as Last Reports of His Condi- 
tion Were Favorable. 


A eablegram received in St. Louis Monday 
afternoon announces the death in Paris of 
‘Augustus 8S. Mermod, senior member of the 
firm of Mermod & Jaccard. 

The cablegram states that Mr. Mermbod 
died of heart disease, and that his death 
was very sudden. 

Cablegrams from Paris to the tirm had 
stated that Mr. Mermod was ill, but ad- 
vices received o nSaturday said that he was 
improving. The news of his death was, 
therefore, a great surprise and shock. 

Mr. Mermod left St. Louls for France 
early in August, and sailed from New 
York on the steamer Rabbarossa On Au- 
gust 11. The news of his arrival] in Cher-

SCENIC KILLING NOT SOLVED 


No Person Is Held Responsible for 
Death of West End Heights 
Watchman 


The ooroner’s jury returned a verdict 
Monday not fixing the responsibility for 
the death of George Kyler, watchman at 
West End Heights, who was killed Satur- 
day night while walking from one track to 
another of the scenic railway. ; 

As told in Sunday's Post-Dispatch, Kyler 
ktepped from the car on the scenéc railway 
to rescue the hat of Miss Cora Harris of 
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ington regarding the effect of the new 
treaty with Mexico upon Kratz’s return, 
and also regarding the insertion of bribery 
in all other extradition treaties. This cor- 
respondence is said now to be in the pos- 
session of the President. 

The argument in favor of treaties with 
other countries like that consummated with 
Mexico is similar to that made in the 
Mexican case. The favorable action of the 
Senate on the Mexican treaty has set a 
precedent which. it is believed, will make 
the other treaties easy in that the objec- 
tions of the Senate have been overcome 
and the ppyinciple settled. 

The President is expected formally to 
lay the matter before Congress in a spe- 
clal message urging that all extradition 
treaties include bribery, so that there may 
be no refuge for boodlers. 


Mexican Treaty the 


First to Include Bribery. 


The extradition treaty with Mexico was 
amended in June to inciude bribery as an 
eXtradictable crime. 

The Mexican extradition is thus the first 


made by the United States to include brib- 
ery and is therefore considered as setting 
an important precedent. 

It was enacted only after the opposition 


of the senate committee had been overcome. 


When the change of the treaty was first 
suggested to the state department by Cir- 
cult Attorney Folk, Secretary Hay said 
he did not believe such a change could be 
enacted. He argued that the senate would 
refuse to approve the change, holding that 
bribery was a politica] offense. 

After the treaty had been negotiated with 
Mexico and was laid before the senate. 
the senate committee on foreign relations 
at first took the stand which Secretary Hay 
had forecasted. 

Circuit Attorney Folk then went before 
the committee in Washington and pre- 
sented the same argument In favor of ‘the 
treaty that he had made to Secretary Hay. 
He contended that bribery was not a po- 
litical offense except in that it was an of- 
fense against government the same as any 
other crime. 

After a two hours’ discussion the com- 
mittee agreed with Mr. Folk and unani- 
mously recommended the treaty which. was 
then passed. 
the inelusion of bribery in the Iist of ex- 

It was pointed out at that time that 
traditable offenses had never been con- 
sidered necessary, because convictions on 
that charge had been very rare, only about 
fifty being recorded, in comparison with 
the thousands for murder and robbery. 


Declares the Treaty 


Is Retroactive. 
The president is said also to 
sidering the contention of the 
torney ‘that the treaty with Mexico is 


retroactive and that therefore Kratz can 
be extradited under it. Adolph Madiera 
and Charles E. Carroll, also under indict- 
ment, are in Mexico and much wanted 
along with Kratz. 

Before the treaty was made to include 
bribery Mexico replied to the request of 
Secretary Hay for the return of Kratz by 
offering to comply if the president of the 
United States would show the Mexican 
government the same favor. This the 
president could not do under the old treaty 
and the matter was dropped. 

Under the new treaty, ornene bribery, 
it is pointed out that the president can 
grant Mexico reciprocity and it is being 
urged upon him that by asking for a re- 
hearing on. the original request for the 
return of Kratz it is very likely that Mex!i- 
co will reply as before, that it is willing 
providing the president wih reciprocate. 

In this way, it is said, the way is clear 
for Kratz’s return. 

These are the arguments on which the 
St. Louis authorities base their belief ¢hat 
the hardest part of the attempt to com- 
pel the return of men indicted for bribery 
and now in foreign countries, is over. The 
treaty with Mexico has opened the way 
and set the precedent. 

Under tnternational law, it is said. a 
treaty is retroactive unless it specifically 
provides otherwise. The extradition 
treaty with Mexico does not so provide. 
This is another point urged to prove that 
the way is clear for the return of Kratz, 
Carroll and Madiera. 

The difficulties attending the closing. of 
the Mexican treaty began with the state 
department. Secretary Hay, when asked 
to demand the former councilman’s return. 
told Circuit Attorney Folk that he thought 
the demend would be useless on account 
of the Mexican laws. 

After a discussion of the question, in which 
it was urged that Mexico should be al- 
lowed to plead her own case in this re- 
apect the demand for Kratz’s return was 
made. 

The proposition to make a new treat 
cluding bribery was regarded at firs y 
the state department as impossible, but 
afterward was taken up and ushed 
through, the treaty being concluded in 
re is not being placed entirely, 
however. on the hope of securing Kratz's 
return under the new treaty.

With blisters on his fingers, and his 
nerves and muscles in a state of utter 
coHapse, J. M. Waterbury ended a 2% 
hours’ sitting at a piano which he had 
been playing without intermission in 4a 
saloon on West A street, in Belleville. 

He began his endurance feat at & o'clock 
Saturday night, and, with never a stop of 
longer than five seconds’ duration, con- 
tinued to thump the keys with both hands 
until 10 o’clock Sunday night. — 

He played ragtime, lullabies, grand opera, 
light opera, topical songs, ‘“*heart’’ songs, 
old-fashioned music, two-steps, waltzes, 
pulkas—everything except hymns. prev 

te only one Swiss cheese sandwic 
ms ona naan sandwich and drank only 
whisky. He smoked cigarettes with al- 
most little cessation as he played the piano. 

For most of the time he was sitting on 
the orthodox plano stool; but now and 
then he would stand, ‘resting’ in that 
way. on one occasion, for an hour. 

Waterbury could not roll or light his 
own cigarettes, or hold his own glass of 
whisky, or his sandwiches; all three >

and at times he sang, Waterbury playing 
his accompaniaments. 


Waterbury refuses to say how much the 
saloon min gave him for his % hours of 
“endvrance piano playing.” but it is stated 
thet the cormtract price was $1 an hour.

THE SUIT FOR SEIZURE 
OF KRATZ2’S PROPERTY 


The suit brought by Mr. Folk fer seiz 
ure of the Kratz property is dependent, of 
course, upon whether Kratz is or is not #1 
Mexican citizens. Under Mexican law. if 
Kratz accented a deed for the vroperty 

urchased by him near Guadalajara, with- 
: ae specifically reserving therein his 
American citizenship, such acceptance con 
stituted him a Mexican citizen. The 
theory of law is that where a man owns 
real estate there and invites the protection 
and immunities of the Mexican laws, he 
thereby incurs the obligation of citizenship. 
Unfortunately for the certainty of the St. 
Louis case, the title deeds which pass from 
Sellers to buyers in Mexico are not open to 
public inspection as they are here. There 
is a public record which recites propert) 
transfers, but it does not set out fully the 
terms of the deed. The deed itself is held 
In secrecy by the notary acknowledging it. 
and he not only is not bound to revebt its 
contents, as here, but is prohibited by law, 
and under penalty, from revealing it. The 
notary in the case of Mr. Kratz happens 
to be his own attorney in the extradition 
proceedings, and hence there ig every 
assurance that no information will be al- 
lowed to Jeak out that might be to his 
Client's disadvantage. Here is the Guade- 
lajara public record as obtained by a Post- 
Dispatch represeniative on a visit to the 
exile some time ago:

pears, and although Senor Castanos, the 
notary holding the deed, refused to make 
any statement whatever to the Post-Dis- 
patch on that point, others who were cog- 
nizant of part of the negotiations were 
quite sure that Mr. Kratz knowingly ac- 
cepted the citizenship of Mexico, but mak- 
ing no reservation. 
After visiting Mr. Kratz at Guadalajara, 
the Post-Dispatch traveler went on to the 
City of Mexico. Senor Joaquim D. Cas- 
asus, one of the ablest. lawyers in the re- 
public, who enjoys close relations with the 
administration. was called upon for an 
opinion as to the rights of Mr. Kratz un- 
der the government.

On the qué6s- 
tion of Mexican citizenship, the submit- 
ted the following formal opinion:

In reply to your question 
Aimerican purchases real estate in Mexico, does 
the acouisition of a title to the property make 
of him a eitizen of Mexico, I take pleasure in 
answering you that the law regarding foreigners 
and naturalization reads in article 1, section 10, 
as follows: Article 1—Are Mexicans. Section 10 
‘Foreigners who may acquire real estate of the 
republic, provided they shail not declare their 
intention of retaining their ‘nationality. When 
thu property is acquires the foreigner shall state 
to the notary or judge before whom the transfer is 
made if he desires or not to obtain the Mexican 
nationality in conformity with the right which 
jaragraph 11 of article 30 of the constitution 
grants him, making note of the foreigners state 
ment on thix point. If he chooses the Mexican 
nationality or omits to declare his intention on 
the subject be may petition to the department 
of foreign relations within ene year in order to 
comply with the requirements stated in article 
19 and be considered as a Mexican.” 
Resides the méentioned law, article 30 of the 
coiistitution reads as follows: 
Article 30——Mexicans are (sectien 3): Foreigners 
who acquire real-estate Jn the, republic or have 
Mexican chlidren,  providéd they do not manifest 
their deterniination to preserve their nationality.

FACTS AND FIGURES. 


The Harvest of Gum. 

Over 16,000 pounds of spruce gum have 
been harvested this year in Maine. The 
gum-picker wears steel climbing spurs on 
his boots, and in his belt he carries a light 
hatchet, while strapped to his waist is a 
bag with a wide mouth for the reception 
of the gum. Climbing a tree the picker 
proceeds from limb to limb, olipping off 
the lumps of gum as he finds them, until 
he reaches the top. Most of the gum is 
caught in the wide-open bag aa it falis 
from the tree, while all that goes to the 
grounds stands out in such relief upon the 
snow that it is easily picked up. Having 
picked all the gum on the tree, the picker 
hacks and scars the bark so that the tree 
may produce another crop. 


President for a Day. 

David R. Atchison of Missouri had the 
unique honor of being president of the 
United States for one day, and that was 
Sunday, March 4, 1849. The term of Pres- 
ident James M. Polk expired on the morn- 
ing of that day, but as it was Sunday, the 
president-elect, Gen. Zachary Taylor, was 
not inaugurated unttl next day, March 5 
In consequence, the president pro tem 
of the United States senate, D. R. Atchi- 
son, was the acting president on March 4, 
1849. However, he had presided at a night 


session of the senate, which lasted until 
away after midnight of Saturday, and he 
slept nearly all day Sunday without realiz- 
ing the fact that he was president of the 
United States. 


Mark Twain’s Early Work. 

In 1869 Mark Twain wrote an article en- 
titled “Hash’’ for a Buffalo newspaper, un- 
der the nom de plume of “Hy Slocum.”
